A checkup checklist for your 20s

You have until Feb. 15 to sign up for health insurance dur- 
ing Obamacare open enrollment—what you do after that 
is entirely up to you. But with your fancypants new cover- 
age, you may consider seeing a doctor. 

Regular doctor’s visits are anecdotally less common for 
people in their 20s, who generally are healthier and less 
settled than people in their 30s and 4os. But that doesn’t 
mean you should skip the physicals: Most check-ups in 
your 20s will be for preventative care and lifestyle issues, 
according to Dr. Allison Remesz of Advocate Medical 
Group Hyde Park. 

“If we catch things early, it’s early detection and preven- 
tion of cardiac disease and stroke in the future—a longer 
life,” she said. 

And it’s important to establish a relationship with a doc- 
tor while you're still healthy, said Dr. Robert Perlmuter of 
Primary Care Medical Associates, so that if problems pop 
up down the road you, have a trusted expert to consult. 

“It’s good to get to the doctor and just establish and find 
someone you like, so when you are ill you have somewhere 
to turn,” he said. 

If you haven't been to the doctor since the pediatrician, 
don’t worry. But don’t delay, either. Here’s what Remesz 
and Perlmuter said you might expect at an annual checkup.

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‘50 Shades’ reins in new adult-toy customers 


Store owners hope trend 
started by book series 
continues with movie

Bondage is having a moment. 

Not for the first time, of course. 

When “Fifty Shades of Grey” became a sur- 
prise megahit, selling more than 100 million 
copies, adult toy stores described a sharp rise 
in women snapping up blindfolds, handcuffs 
and, most of all, Kegel exercise balls, which 
had a memorable cameo in the book. Caught 
off guard, the balls were often out of stock and 
one manufacturer had to implement night 
shifts to keep up with demand. 

But that was after the book. 

When the “Fifty Shades” movie hits the- 
aters widely Friday, expected to pull in at least 
$50 million over the four-day weekend, the 
steamy scenes that spurred some couples to 
pick up a riding crop for the first time will 
play out on screen for the millions more who 
weren't inclined to leaf through the lusty pages. 

“T do believe that after the movie comes out 
that sales are going to grow even more,” said 
Sara Ramirez, associate publisher of XBiz, 
which publishes trade magazines for the adult 
industry. Ramirez, who said she didn’t read the 
books but is excited to the see the relentlessly 
hyped movie, believes the big-screen version 
of “Fifty Shades,” the titillating tale of an inge- 
nue submitting to the sadomasochistic games 
of a powerful billionaire, will dwarf the book’s 
impact on the sex toy industry. 

This time, though, retailers are prepared. 

At Tulip, an adult store with locations in 
Lakeview and Andersonville, owner Camila 
Klinger has been stocking up on new types 
of ropes, paddles and fetish gear, plus the of- 
ficially licensed “Fifty Shades of Grey” line of 
sex toys, which bear quotes from the book on 
their packaging to remind shoppers of the 
scene in which a particular product was used. 

Starting next week, Klinger plans to of- 
fer in-home parties to showcase the “Fifty 
Shades” line—like Tupperware parties, ex- 
cept with a suitcase full of bondage gear and 
a workshop on the BDSM lifestyle (the term 
refers to bondage, discipline, dominance, sub- 
mission, sadomasochism). 

Once a very small percentage of revenue, 
BDSM product sales have at least doubled 
since “Fifty Shades” became a phenomenon, 
Klinger said, which also has helped lift sales 
of other items, as shoppers picking up ankle 
restraints might also grab some lingerie. The 
heightened enthusiasm isn’t without risk.

Citing data from the Consumer Product 
Safety Commission, The Washington Post 
reported last week that the number of Ameri- 
cans requiring emergency room care for inju- 
ries involving sex toys has doubled since 2007. 
While there’s no proof linking overzealous 
“Fifty Shades” fans to the injuries — 83 percent 
of which required “foreign body removals” — 
most of them happened in 2012 and 2013, after 
the book was published, the Post noted. 

The “Fifty Shades” franchise can’t take re- 
sponsibility for boosting bedroom adventur- 
ousness on its own. Greater social acceptance 
of sexual paraphernalia has been driving adult 
store revenues up for almost a decade, accord- 
ing to a report from market research firm 
IBISWorld. 

But IBIS credits “Fifty Shades” for help- 
ing US. sales grow 7.5 percent in 2013, to 
$609.8 million. Women account for 67 per- 
cent of those store sales, up from 55 percent in 
2008, thanks largely to the mainstreaming of 
sex toys as well as declines in male consump- 
tion as pornography has shifted to the Web. 

Ramirez, who said adult store revenues are 
notoriously difficult to pinpoint, puts domes- 
tic sales closer to $1 billion to $2 billion. More 
than a dozen manufacturers have launched 


bondage lines inspired by “Fifty Shades,” she 
said, greatly increasing the product mix with 
higher-quality items. 

At the chain Lovers Lane, stores have grown 
their bondage collections by 40 to 50 percent 
to prepare for the movie, said Jenny Silva, re- 
gional sales manager overseeing 32 locations in 
Illinois, Michigan and Indiana. 

“People used to be so nervous going into the 
bondage section,” she said. “It seems like it’s 
not so taboo anymore.” 

The franchise has already made its way 
into unlikely retail markets. Target is carrying 
the “Fifty Shades” official gear at most of its 
stores. Movie tie-ins can be found in OPI nail 
polish, Surf laundry detergent, a Make Up For 
Ever lip set and a Vermont Teddy Bear holding 
a mask and mini handcuffs. 

While Klinger, the Tulip owner, has con- 
cerns about the “Fifty Shades” story, which 
she says is a “complete misrepresentation” of 
BDSM and is “really a description of a girl in 
an abusive relationship,” she said the interest

Before the movie trailer was released, a typ- 
ical BDSM 101 workshop at Tulip would draw 
18 attendees, she said. But last month almost 
60 people piled into the Lakeview store for 
the class, forming a line out the door, Klinger 
said. Ninety percent of them were first-timers. 

“Tt offers a really great educational opportu- 
nity that we didn’t have before,” she said. 

At Pleasure Chest in Lakeview, store man- 
ager Sarah Sloane said the makeup of her class- 
es has changed dramatically since the launch 
of the book, when she would see couples in 
their 50s and 60s who were new to kink com- 
ing in to buy bondage gear. 

“We recently did a class talking about 
spanking and flogging, and we had 25 people in 
it,” Sloane said. “That wouldn’t have happened 
three years ago.”

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Mayoral candidates fighting dirtier

With Chicago’s mayoral campaign in its final 
two weeks, Mayor Emanuel and challenger 
Jesus “Chuy” Garcia are taking shots at each 
other in TV ads. 

Garcia’s ad, his first of the campaign, hits 
Emanuel on crime and tax incentives for 
projects undertaken by large businesses. It 
then notes Garcia’s promise to hire 1,000 
more police officers. 

Emanuel’s campaign released a statement 
lamenting that Garcia “chose to go negative 
in his first commercial.” Then the mayor’s 
campaign released its own ad attacking 
Garcia for what the spot terms “old school 
politics,” including voting for a property 
tax increase when Garcia was an alderman. 
Emanuel’s ad contrasts Garcia’s decisions 
with Emanuel’s push for full-day kindergar- 
ten. 

Garcia has defended the property tax in- 


crease vote, saying it was “the right thing” to 
do because it prevented layoffs of 11,000 city 
workers. 

A Tribune poll last month showed Emanuel 
leading his four challengers in the Feb. 24 
election with 42 percent of the vote, short 
of the 50 percent-plus-one majority he needs 
to avoid a runoff. Garcia was second with 
18 percent, according to the poll. 

This week, in the final debate before the 
election, the mayor went after Garcia for ac- 
cepting a contribution from a red light cam- 
era company the day before Garcia voted on 
the Cook County Board to allow River For- 
est to install one of the firm’s cameras near 
county forest preserve land. 

Garcia countered that the board had “no 
say-so” on where the camera went and called 
Emanuel’s criticism ironic, given the more 
than $30 million that Emanuel’s mayoral 
campaign has raised since 2010.

KP: Well, the first time we met, Meagan was 
straight.

She never made me feel like I 
was a secret, and I really, really admired that. 
MC: Her love and kindness. She’s always 
tried to make sure that I feel loved and I feel 
safe, and I just notice it with everybody else. 
Any of our friends or anybody that we care 
about, [she] makes sure they’re doing OK. ... 
I think the second part would be her humor; 
she’s always cracking jokes or impersonating 
someone or singing. 


Decades before Autumn and Brian Merritt 
opened their Ukrainian Village boutique, Sir & 
Madame, in 2010, the two were middle-school 
classmates in Hyde Park. It wasn’t until Autumn’s 
last year of college that they became more than 
friends. Autumn and Brian and their two children 
live in Humboldt Park. 


BM: You have to learn how to keep business with 
business and family with family. But I think 
because we have two different work styles, it kind 
of blends well. 

AM: It’s rewarding. Especially when you really

DAN ROOK, 


What he’s serving: The Starting Gun ($12 

at South Water Kitchen) is a “well-rounded 
{cocktail} ... to get people’s palates going,” 
Dan said. He starts with a gin base and incor- 
porates sweet falernum to round out bitter 
Cynar (an Italian liqueur made with arti- 
chokes) and lime juice, then shakes in fresh 
thyme. “That’s sort of my go-to starter drink 
for people who aren’t too sure about what 
they want to have or what they want to expe- 
rience.” The fresh thyme inspired the name, 
which he borrowed from the line, “you missed 
the starting gun” in Pink Floyd’s “Time.” 

On serving celebrities: Dan has seen a few 
famous faces come through South Water 
Kitchen, from John Cusack to Cheech Marin 
to the ESPN Monday Night Football crew. 
“Jon Gruden and Mike Tirico were hang- 
ing out. On his way out, Jon Gruden was 
like, “This is a really nice bar, and I almost 
crapped my pants,” Dan said. 


TOMMY LANSAW, 


What he’s serving: The Two Timer ($12 at 
Wood) is a pisco-based cocktail with apricot 
and cinnamon notes. “I wanted something 
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that’s summer and winter, 

so you've got the apricot and lemon juice, 
then you’ve got that little bit of cinnamon 

to blend it all together,” he said. The name is 
inspired by the base alcohol, a white brandy 
made from Peruvian or Chilean grapes. 
“Pisco kind of has a flavor of vodka and tequi- 
la. It’s kind of like a two-timer.” 

Bar hear-o: “The more you’re behind the bar, 
the better your hearing gets,” Tommy said. 
He’s played therapist to out-of-towners and 
even watched a couple sign divorce papers. 
“They were signing their papers at the bar, 
and yow’re thinking, this is probably a really 
bad moment to go in there and say, ‘Hey, let’s 
do shots!” 


MANNY SOFIOS, 


What he’s serving: Manny’s gin- and amaro- 
based cocktail, International Anthem ($13 

at RPM Steak), is so named for its American 
and Italian ingredients and for the Chicago- 
based record company he recently became 
involved with. “It’s a low ABV drink, so it’s 
not super-aggressive. ... It’s low-impact so you 
can have more than one and enjoy it.” 

A whiskey and beer connoisseur: At home, 
Manny has a growing collection of about 


75 different whiskeys and bourbons, includ- 
ing George T: Stagg, Elijah Craig 23-Year and 
vintage Jim Beam animal decanters that he 
nabbed from his parents’ house. But it’s a 
small hoard compared to the 200-something 
barrel-aged beers he keeps around. “It’s really 
out of control,” he said. “I’ve been working 
on [it] for about five or six years.” 


DIANNA SANDERS, 


What she’s serving: Dianna’s Caribbean Cure 
($10 at The Promontory) made with spiced 
vodka, lime and smoked pineapple juices, is 
an amped-up version of her go-to drink of co- 
conut rum, vanilla vodka and pineapple juice. 
“The smoked pineapple is something that’s 
extremely indicative of The Promontory; we 
do a lot of hearth-charred things,” Dianna 
said. “We infused the vodka with spices— 
cinnamon, clove, allspice and fruit peels.” 
Because it’s a tropical drink, Caribbean Cure 
seemed like an appropriate name. “Especially 
since it’s so cold right now, who wouldn’t 
want to be somewhere else?” 

Why you don’t have to be loud to be a good 
bartender: “I’ve seen bartenders who are like 
‘Ahhh! all the time. I’m just not that intense, 
but I’m not a mute. I’m just even Steven. I 
definitely read people,” said Dianna, specifi- 
cally mentioning one quiet regular who visits 
her bar. “I would never go up to him and force 
him into a conversation with me, but I do let 
him know, ‘Hey, I notice you.’ ... You can tell 
people who want to have a conversation.” 
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EGG ROLLS

Befitting its name, Dream Cafe is a reverie, or 
at least an oasis, of sorts in Englewood. The 
restaurant is surrounded by empty lots and 
boarded-up homes. Most of the restaurants 
within a mile radius are greasy spoons, hot 
dog and gyro shacks, or franchise fast food. 

But according to managing partner 
Howard Bailey, Dream Cafe is aiming to be 
a different kind of beacon. “This is a spot 
where people can come and see someone 
like myself being successful in business in the 
community I live in,” he said. “We can be an 
example to show people you don’t just have 
to be an athlete or a rapper to make it, that 
this business represents something attainable 
for all.” Brightly colored tables are painted 
with inspirational messages such as “life” and 
“dream” made by school kids from the Little 
Black Pearl, a nonprofit art and cultural cen- 
ter in Bronzeville. The chefs, led by Russell 
Moore, cook a mashup of southern, Carib- 
bean and American soul food from scratch 
with produce grown in local gardens and 
hoop houses maintained by Growing Power, 
a national gardening nonprofit. 

Some of that haul includes tender collard 
greens stuffed into freshly fried egg roll 
skins. Bailey describes the effort as “south- 
ern meets Chinese.” It’s certainly not a 
stretch to marry these ingredients. Many 
Chinese restaurants fill their egg rolls with 
go percent cabbage and sprouts; I'll take the 
soft greens dripping in potlikker, a sweet and 


spicy broth, instead any day. According to 
Bailey, the idea behind it was to “introduce a 
younger generation for whom greens weren't 
part of their diet,” he said. “We figured the 
fried shell would appeal to the fast-food 
generation.” 

If greens aren’t your thing, then you'll 
likely dig their cousin, egg rolls stuffed with 
mac ’n’ cheese and sweet corn, The combina- 
tion of the sweet elbow noodles dripping in 
cheddar and the crispy egg roll shell reminds 
me ofa perfect Jewish kugel. Kugels start 
out crispy on top but gets soggy quick, which 
doesn’t happen with the fried-to-order egg 
roll crust. Both kinds of rolls come with a 
choice of made-from-scratch dipping sauces, 
including a thick, almost mayo-like ranch, 
honey-sriracha or mango sauce. I dug the 
spicy honey-sriracha sauce with both rolls 
and the sweet mango with the collards. Note: 
You can order them individually ($1.49) or as 
part of an egg roll trio ($3.99) with a third roll 
stuffed with jerk chicken, but I’d steer away 
from the latter due to the mushy, bland jerk 
chicken roll. 

So far, Dream Cafe has hit the mark with 
this dish. “We've had so many orders, we’ve 
run out of egg roll shells,” Bailey said a week 
after opening in mid-January. “I’m waiting for 
a shipment as we speak.”

I didn’t ask. There’s no way we can run it. 

The film, of course, comes from the first 
book in E.L. James’ mega-selling trilogy, which 
began as “Twilight” fan fiction. I haven't read 
either series, but the crossover is evident not 
just in the Washington-state setting but in the 
persistent, hungry saluting of a young woman 
with no identifiable personality. As for brains, 
Anastasia has to be told that her research 
should include an Internet search for “submis- 
sive.”

Those who hope “Fifty Shades of Grey” 
will anchor a steamy Valentine’s Day weekend 
will be disappointed; less a breathless tale of 
sexual awakening than an awkward, clinical 
demonstration of the need for sexual compat- 
ibility, this is not an arousing movie. Director 
Sam Taylor-Johnson (“Nowhere Boy”) never 
lets viewers into the intensity of what the 
characters feel by, say, showing only a black 
screen with the sound of Christian’s toys on 
Anastasia’s skin to mimic her perspective 
when blindfolded. Um, is it hot in here? 

Yes, they have some sex. The kink is light 
and the chemistry’s nonexistent—not helped 
by lip-biting enthusiast Anastasia’s blank 
indifference toward Christian’s stalking and 
Dornan (who is English) playing Christian like 
a European sociopath attempting to pass as 
American. Johnson (“The Social Network”), 
meanwhile, survives a part that seems to have 
sent bigger stars running in the opposite 
direction. “Grey” won't be her “Showgirls.” 

Yet even compared with the lame “The Boy 
Next Door,” which also included a ridiculous 
bit about a classic book’s first edition, “Fifty 
Shades of Grey” sadly is light on unintentional 
laughs. (“I would like to [bleep] you into the 
middle of next week” is this movie’s “I love 
your mother’s cookies.”) Little onscreen is as 
funny as Kelly Marcel’s only other big-screen 
writing credit, “Saving Mr. Banks.” Ultimately, 
the plodding “Grey” just leaves you with a 
question you don’t want to ask after a movie 
or after sex: Is that it?

Wears out its welcome 


It’s a weird feeling to

Pais sudden, you realize 
you're not. That’s the 
major takeaway from 
“Kingsman: The Se- 
cret Service,” which 
starts a little cheeky but gradually becomes 
the entire butt, first figuratively, then literally. 
(Don’t ask.) 

The action-comedy begins somewhat 
promisingly, with a young man who goes 
by Eggsy (Iaron Egerton) recruited into an 
ultra-secret intelligence agency that doubles 
as a tailor shop. “A suit is the modern gentle- 
man’s armor,” says Harry (Colin Firth), who 
seems to have read Barney Stinson’s bro 
code, or just the comic book “The Secret 
Service” on which the film is based. But 
there’s only one spot open in the Kingsman, 
so Eggsy must compete against other aspir- 
ing spies in tests of will that may as well be 
outtakes from “Divergent.” 

Ironically, Harry notes that old Bond 
movies are only as good as the villain. The 
baddie in “Kingsman” (which sorta wants to 
be “Son of 007”) involves casually dressed 
rich guy Valentine (Samuel L. Jackson) hav- 
ing both a far-fetched, unconvincing plot 
for world domination and a lisp. Jackson 
and/or director/co-writer Matthew Vaughn 
(X-Men: First Class”) clearly thought the

character would be juicier if he sounded like 
Mike Tyson. Valentine kidnaps a variety of 
world leaders and celebrities, though the 
only star mentioned is Iggy Azalea, assum- 
ably taken so her music can torture the 
other inmates. 


“Kingsman” has a great centerpiece 
sequence involving team skydiving, and 
occasionally its first half thrives on Firth’s 
suaveness (suavity?) and Egerton’s promising 
ease. But these are pockets of cool in a smelly 
suit. Enamored with Valentine’s underdevel- 
oped assistant (Sofia Boutella) and the deadly 
blades on her prosthetic legs, Vaughn doesn’t 
practice what he preaches, delivering a movie 
about the paramount value of being a gentle- 
man while frequently, gleefully resorting to 
gruesome violence. When you have some 
decently cool gadgets (bulletproof umbrel- 
las!) and the opportunity to emphasize the 
need for cleverness under pressure, stick 
with what works and keep the tone sharp but 
not snarky. 

Instead, the cold, pointlessly self-aware 
“Kingsman” becomes acidic and goes on 
forever, reminding us again how impressive 
it is that a veteran like James Bond hasn’t let 
time subdue his charms.

Life in tight quarters fe: 


SAIC, CB2 collaborate 
to create home decor line

The shiny white finish of the kitchen table 
contrasts smartly with the soft gray weave of 
its chairs. The bedspread and rug employ sub- 
tle grid patterns that call back to each other. 
The bar in the corner is fully stocked for Fri- 
day night’s party. 

If this sounds like a sparkly Gold Coast 
apartment, think again—it’s a 16-by-10-foot 
room. 

Living in 160 square feet doesn’t sound pos- 
sible, let alone glamorous, but the School of the 
Art Institute of Chicago and CBz2 are working 
together to upend that assumption. Twelve 
SAIC students worked with home decor pro- 
fessionals in a yearlong class to design and pro- 
duce a line of space-saving furniture and acces- 
sories for what’s called “micro-living.” 

“It’s the perfect partnership,” CBz trend 
and development manager Sandra Malec 


said. “We work with designers from all over 
the world. It’s basically doing that, but it’s 
just with a group of students who are [at] the 
cusp of getting into their professional life. It 
was really no different. The whole collabora- 
tion—we treated them and they treated us 
exactly as we work with product designers.” 

The project came to fruition Monday at 
SAIC with a small-space installation preview- 
ing the line, which is now available for pur- 
chase in stores and at cb2.com. Other items 
in the tiny quarters included a cache storage 
cabinet and a vanity mirror that slides open 
into a jewelry box. 

The designer of the multi-purpose mirror, 
Josh Crampton, graduated from SAIC in May 
and now works as an industrial designer for 
Kohler. He said the process—from classroom 
to showroom—was not only exciting, but also 
set him up for success in his career. 

“Now I have my name on a product that’s 
at CB2, which is awesome. It’s very unique. 
It’s not something that everyone can say,” said 
Crampton, who now lives in Sheboygan, Wis. 


“But also, just the knowledge that was gained. 
I don’t think I would have that knowledge 
and the skill set that I have now if I hadn’t 
gone through the process with CBz.” 
Crampton’s classmate and fellow design- 
er Allison Rokusek, who lives in Chicago, 
agreed, calling the experience “a new realm 
in the real world.” Rokusek’s graphic design 
background fit perfectly with her role in cre- 
ating textiles for the project. The linens and

dinnerware incorporated units of measure to 
highlight the idea of how much space exists in 
a micro-living arrangement. 

“When you know the backstory, you know 
how thoughtful [each piece} is and you know 
where it came from, and that’s what we strive 
for,” Malec said. “It’s not only beautiful fur- 
niture and beautiful accessories, it’s to be 
thoughtful and be unique.”
